SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Several 
months  after  his  last  major  address, 
LDS  Church  President  Spencer  W. 
Kimball  told  church  members  Sunday 
afternoon  that  he  had  waited  and 
hoped  for  the  opportunity  to  speak 
briefly  at  conference  and  express  his 
love  for  church  members. 

He  was  not  scheduled  to  speak,  but 
bore  his  testimony  at  the  conclusion  of 


the  two-day  conference. 

His  first  counselor,  President  N. 
Eldon  Tanner,  83,  also  spoke  briefly 
and  advised  church  members  to  fol¬ 
low  the  counsel  of  the  church’s  gener¬ 
al  authorities.  President  Tanner,  suf¬ 
fering  from  Parkinson’s  disease, 
appeared  weak  while  giving  his  un¬ 
scheduled  remarks. 

President  Kimball,  87,  attended

only  two  sessions  of  the  church’s 
152nd  Annual  General  Conference 
here  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

The  church  reached  the  5  million^ 
member  mark  last  week,  but  Presi¬ 
dent  Kimball’s  message  Saturday 
said  church  members  must  grow  in 
righteousness. 

5  million  members 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  a 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency, 
said  the  5  million  mark  is  an  occasion 
for  gratitude  and  reflection,  but  mem¬ 
bers  also  need  to  ask  whether  they 
have  individually  grown  toward 
perfection  as  the  church  has  grown 
toward  higher  numbers. 

While  the  number  of  church  mem¬ 
bers  had  increased  significantly,  the 
number  of  full-time  missionaries 
serving  the  church  will  decrease  be¬ 
cause  of  a  decision  to  change  missions 
from  two-year  to  an  18-month  time 
period. 

President  Hinckley  said  there  are 
only  two  ways  to  make  up  this  25  per¬ 
cent  discount: 

1.  Have  better-prepared  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

2.  Have  more  missionaries  serve. 

Pray  for  critics 

While  several  hundred  pro-Equal 
Rights  Amendment  protestors  mar¬ 
ched  around  Temple  Square  on  Satur¬ 
day  morning,  President  Kimball’s 
personal  secretary,  D.  Arthur 
Haycock,  read  the  church  president’s 
message.  “Pray  for  the  critics  of  the 
church;  love  your  enemies.” 

The  regular  sustaining  of  the 
church’s  general  authorities  was  not 
done  at  the  regular  time  —  Saturday 
morning  —  but  that  didn’t  stop  those 
casting  “no”  votes  against  church 
leaders  Sunday  afternoon.  Dissenters 
said  they  voted  because  of  the 
church’s  stance  against  the  ERA.  The 
church  has  opposed  the  ERA  since 
1976,  when  church  leaders  announced 
that  the  passage  of  the  amendment 
would  destroy  families. 

ERA  protestors  were  inside  the 
Tabernacle  on  Sunday  afternoon,  but 
snow  Sunday  meant  no  one  listened  to 
conference  while  enjoying  the  out¬ 
door  air,  sitting  on  the  lawn.  The 
weather  may  also  have  been  the  cause 
of  a  non-capacity  Tabernacle  con¬ 
gregation  Sunday  morning  and  the 
lack  of  protest  marches,  which  have 
become  a  regular  sight  on  conference 
days. 


The  snow,  however,  did  not  dam¬ 
pen  the  enthusiam  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  which  sang  “We  Thank  Thee,  0 
God,  for  a  Prophet,”  or  Elder  David 
B.  Haight,  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  whose  talk  followed  the 
song. 

Spontaneous  outpour 

“Never  have  I  seen  such  a  spon¬ 
taneous  outpour  of  love  for  our  be¬ 
loved  prophet  as  I  did  today  during 
that  song,”  Elder  Haight  said. 

While  President  Kimball  has  been 
out  of  the  public  eye  for  several 
months,  he  still  leads  the  church, 
President  Hinckley  said. 

"This  is  a  great  experi¬ 
ence  for  me.  I  have 
waited  for  this  day  and 
hoped  for  it. "

President  Kimball  meets  with  his 
counselors  and  attends  weekly  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  temple  with  general  au¬ 
thorities,  President  Hinckley  said. 

Mormons  were  told  Saturday  and 
Sunday  that  they  should  avoid  get- 
rich-quick  schemes  and  criticism  of 
church  leaders. 

Sales  pitches 

Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton  of  the  LDS 
Council  of  the  Twelve  on  Saturday 
morning  told  members  to  beware  of 
sales  pitches  that  include  words  like 
hedge,  shelter,  umbrella,  tax  free  and 
insulated. 

Church  members  were  advised 
against  accepting  religious  affiliations 
or  positions  in  sales  pitches.  “Use  of 
important,  well-recognized  names  or 
undue  reference  to  special  community 
or  religious  affiliations  are  often  used 
to  gain  confidence  and  open  the  door 
to  sales  deceptions,”  Elder  Ashton 
said. 

In  a  meeting  Friday  afternoon  with 
ward  and  stake  leaders,  President 
Hinckley  said  leaders  should  not  in¬ 
volve  their  positions  with  invest¬ 
ments  schemes. 

Church  members  were  also  coun¬ 
seled  to  avoid  investment  debt. 

Elder  James  Faust  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  said:  “The,  fruits  of  indus¬ 
try  and  thrift  may  appropriately  be 
put  into  sound  investments .  .  .  there 
is  some  risk  in  all  we  do,  but  invest¬ 
ments  that  are  highly  speculative  and 


promoted  with  unsound,  vague  prom¬ 
ises  of  inordinate  return  should  be 
viewed  carefully.” 

Investment  debt 

Elder  Faust  quoted  President  Tan¬ 
ner:  “Investment  debt  should  be  fully 
secured  so  as  not  to  encumber  a  fami¬ 
ly’s  security  .  .  .  Many  fortunes  have 
been  wiped  out  by  the  uncontrolled 
appetite  to  accumulate  more  and 
more.” 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  in  line 
to  suceed  President  Kimball,  said  cri¬ 
ticism  of  church  leaders  is  a  sign  of  a 
person  not  being  valiant  in  his  testi¬ 
mony  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  said: 

“One  who  rationalizes  that  he  or 
she  had  a  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ 
but  cannot  accept  direction  and  coun¬ 
sel  from  the  leadership  of  his  church  is 
in  a  fundamentally  unsound  position 
and  is  in  jeopardy  of  losing  exaltation. 

“There  are  some  who  want  to  ex¬ 
pose  the  weaknesses  of  the  church 
leaders  in  an  effort  to  show  that  they, 
too,  are  subject  to  human  frailities 
and  error.” 

Not  to  question 

President  Benson  then  quoted  for¬ 
mer  President  Brigham  Young:  “It 
was  not  for  me  to  question  whether 
Joseph  (Smith)  was  dictated  by  the 
Lord  at  all  times  and  under  all  cir¬ 
cumstances.  It  was  not  my  preroga¬ 
tive  to  call  him  in  question  with  re¬ 
gard  to  any  act  of  his  life.  He  was 
God’s  servant,  not  mine.” 

In  his  message  Saturday  morning, 
President  Kimball  said  the  church 
needs  more  emphasis  placed  on  tem¬ 
ple  work  and  genealogy. 

Elder  W.  Grant  Bangerter,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
said  several  myths  about  temple  work 
and  genealogy  need  to  be  dispelled. 

The  truth  is,  according  to  Elder 
Bangerter,  temples  are  for  living 
members  of  the  church,  temple  Work 
is  for  the  redemption  of  the  dead,  and 
counseled,  “Your  genealogy  has  not 
all  been  done  —  My  own  grandpa¬ 
rents  performed  all  the  temple  work 
for  their  deceased  relatives  55  years 
ago.  Since  that  time,  our  family  has 
discovered  16,000  others.” 

Both  Elder  Ashton  and  Elder 
James  E.  Faust,  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  stressed  the 
importance  of  honesty.  Elder  Ashton 
said  lies  can  be  through  silence  or  the 
nod  of  the  head,  not  just  in  writing 
and  speaking.

Now  the  church  has  a  separate  satellite  com¬ 
munications  department  operating  in  conjunction 
with  Bonneville  Satellite  Corporation,  Kinnear 
said.  “The  church  began  leasing  a  transponder  on 
the  WESTAR  I  satellite  in  March  1980.  There  is  a 
plan  to  use  satellite  transponders  and  earth  receiv¬ 
ing  stations  in  all  of  the  stake  centers  of  the  church 
to  link  the  church  closer  together.” 

Transponders  inside  orbiting  satellites  receive 
signals  from  broadcast  stations  on  earth  and  relay 
the  signal  back  to  earth  in  a  wider  range  than  con¬ 
ventional  transmitters  can.  Satellite  “earth  sta¬ 
tions”  or  “uplinks”  receive  the  signal  from  the 
transponder  and  transfer  it  to  microwave  form.

The  creation  of  622  wards  last  year  brought  the 
total  to  8,392,  and  the  organization  of  103  stakes 
raised  the  total  to  1,321. 

The  dedication  of  the  Jordan  River  Temple  in 
November  brought  the  number  of  temples  in  opera¬ 
tion  to  19,  (Manti  was  not  in  operation  part  of  the 
year). 

In  April  1981,  the  construction  of  nine  temples 
was  anounced,  and  last  Wednesday  plans  for  con¬ 
struction  of  four  ,  new  temples  were  announced, 
bringing  the  total  of  temples  in  the  planning  and 
construction  stages  to  21. 

In  April  1981,  the  first  general  authority  from 
Latin  America  was  called,  Angel  Abrea  of  Argen¬ 
tina. 

Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  was  called  as'  a  counselor  in  the  First  Pres¬ 
idency  in  July  1981,  and  Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell  was 
called  from  the  presidency  of  the  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy  to  replace  Elder  Hinckley.  Elder  G.  Hom¬ 
er  Durham  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Seventy  was  called 
to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Elder  Maxwell. 


In  July  1962,  the  church  first  used  satellite  trans¬ 
mission  to  broadcast  a  Tabernacle  choir  perform¬ 
ance  from  Mt.  Rushmore  in  the  United  States  to 
Europe,  Kinnear  said.  By  April  1978,  general  con¬ 
ference  was  being  experimentally  broadcast  over 
the  RCA  satellite  SATCOM  I,  he  said. 

The  highlight  of  church  satellite  communica¬ 
tions,  Kinnear  said,  came  in  April  1980,  when  the 
church  produced  a  video  conference  during  the 
general  conference  commemorating  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  church. 

Kinnear  said,  “Ceremonies  presided  over  by 
President  Kimball  in  Fayette,  N.Y.,  were  beamed 
to  SATCOM  I  and  from  there  to  Salt  Lake  City.” 
Then  a  combined  signal  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
tabernacle  and  in  Fayette  were  directed  to  WES¬ 
TAR  I  from  the  control  center  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  church  could  potentially  use  such  video  con¬ 
ferences  in  other  settings,  Kinnear  said. 

“Video-conferencing  with  places  like  China  is 
only  a  dream,  but  it  is  possible  if  international  law 
and  government  will  allow  it,”  he  said. 

Bruce  Hough,  vice  president  and  general  mana¬ 
ger  of  Bonneville  Satellite  Corporation,  explained 
how  general  conference  broadcasts  reach  the 
public. 

“From  the  control  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
tabernacle  the  program  is  routed  to  KSL  TV  and 
then  to  our  technical  operations  center  by  fiber¬ 
optic  link,”  he  said.  “Then  we  transmit  the  signal  on 
microwave  to  the  uplink  dish  in  City  Creek  Canyon. 
From  there  it  goes  to  WESTAR  I  and  is  repeated 
over  a  broad  beam  across  the  continental  United 
States,  Canada  and  Mexico;  any  antenna  using  the 
proper  frequency  can  pick  it  up  from  there.” 

Kinnear  said  the  church  plans  to  install  500  of 
these  antennas,  known  as  “earth  stations”  or 
“satellite  dishes,”  in  stake  centers  outside  of  Utah 
and  southeast  Idaho. 

“About  100  of  the  earth  stations  are  in  place 
already,”  said  Loreen  Rowley,  satellite  traffic 
scheduler  for  Bonneville  Satellite  Corp.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  some  40  to  75  stakes  and  branches  have 
arranged  for  portable  stations  of  their  own. 

BYU  has  its  own  earth  station  situated  on  its 
farm  acreage  in  Spanish  Fork.  Joe  White,  general 
manager  of  KBYU,  said  the  satellite  dish  receives 
church  broadcasts  along  with  regular  PBS  prog¬ 
ramming. 


BYU's  earth  station  in  Spanish  Fork  receives  satellite  signals,  which 
are  then  transmitted  to  a  receiver  in  the  HFAC  for  rebroadcast.  The 
dish  is  part  of  the  LDS  Church's  communications  system. 
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British  may  fight  Argentines 


LONDON  —  Defense  Secretary  John  Nott  said 
Sunday  that  Britain  is  ready  to  fight  Argentina 
over  the  Falkland  Islands,  and  the  Royal  Navy 
prepared  two  aircraft  carriers  to  lead  a  40-vessel 
armada  on  a  two- week  journey  to  the  remote  colo¬ 
nial  outpost. 

Nott,  calling  a  peaceful  solution  “unlikely,”  said 
Britain  could  mount  a  blockade  in  the  South  Atlan¬ 
tic  “without  any  assistance  from  our  allies”  and 
would  storm  the  Falklands  “if  it  is  the  only  and 
necessary  course.” 

Argentine  President  Gen.  Leopoldo  F.  Galtieri 
told  journalists  in  Buenos  Aires  that  “if  the  Argen¬ 
tine  people  is  attacked  by  military  forces,  be  it  land, 
naval  or  air  forces,  the  Argentine  nation  in  arms 
will  do  battle  with  all  the  means  at  its  disposal.” 

St  Helens  erupts  again 

VANCOUVER,  Wash.  —  Mount  St. 
Helens  erupted  Sunday  night  with  a  series  of  steam 
and  ash  “bursts”  reaching  as  high  as  four  miles 
above  sea  level,  seismologists  and  weather  officials 
said. 

The  National  Weather  Service  office  in  Portland, 


Ore. ,  said  the  “minor  eruption”  occurred  about  7 
p.m.  MST. 

There  was  no  indication  that  flows  of  superhe¬ 
ated  volcanic  debris  were  generated  by  the  erup¬ 
tion,  the  Weather  Service  said. 

“We  think  so,  seismologist  Steve  Malone  of  the 
University  of  Washington  Geophysics  Center  said 
when  asked  if  an  eruption  had  occurred.  “We  can’t 
confirm  it  but  we  have  seismic  signals  that  would 
indicate  perhaps  a  mild  eruption. 

Salvadoran  politician  killed 

SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador  —  The  bullet- 
riddled  body  of  an  elected  deputy  from  the  far-right 
Republican  National  Alliance  was  found  in  a  waste 
dump  Sunday,  police  and  friends  said. 

The  politician,  identified  as  David  Joaquin  Quin¬ 
teros,  died  in  a  hospital  several  hours  after  the 
attack  by  “unknown  persons”  in  Mariona,  less  than 
a  mile  north  of  San  Salvador.  Police  said  he  was  hit 
by  at  least  four  bullets. 

Ouinteros  was  elected  March  28  to  the' Consti¬ 
tuent  Assembly. 

Earlier  Sunday,  the  acting  Roman. Catholic 
archbishop  said  the  massive  election  turnout  a 
week  earlier  was  a. plea  for  leftists  to  lay  down  their 
arms. 

Acting  Archbishop  Arturo  Rivera  y  Damas,  in 
his  Palm  Sunday  message,  said  in  effect  that  the 
five  rightist  parties  that  together  won  a  majority  of 


seats  in  the  Constituent  Assembly  must  not  read 
the  vote  as  support  for  rolling  back  reforms  started 


under  the  present  military-civilian  junta. 

He  called  on  the  rebels  “to  accept  the  dictate  of 
the  people  in  the  vote  in  favor  of  peace,  of  democra¬ 
cy  and  of  justice  sent  massively  by  the  people  last 
Sunday.” 

“The  guerrillas  now  have  to  leave  the  road  of 
arms  and  of  destruction  to  look  for  other  roads  that 
permit  them  to  gain  credibility  and  confidence,” 
Rivera  y  Damas  said. 


April  storms  cross  country 

A  monster  storm  that  pounded  the  nation  with  86 
tornadoes  and  “everything  it  could”  pushed  east¬ 
ward  Sunday,  punishing  the  Midwest  with  a  bliz¬ 
zard  compared  with  the  worst  of  a  savage  winter. 

At  least  46  people  died  and  hundreds  were  in¬ 
jured  as  the  unusual  early  April  storm  that  dumped 
snow  16  feet  deep  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  last  week 
roared  across  the  heartland. 

Twisters  wrecked  homes  and  business  in  dozens 
of  areas  Friday  and  Saturday  in  a  triangle  bounded 
by  Texas,  Pennsylvania  and  Georgia. 

Blinding  blizzards  with  winds  gusting  to  70  mph 
raked  the  Great  Lakes  area  Sunday,  blocking  high¬ 
ways  and  stranding  hundreds  of  motorists  as 
almost  a  foot  of  snow  accumulated  in  some  areas.

A  shorter  term  of  ser¬ 
vice  for  young  men  cal¬ 
led  as  LDS  Church  mis¬ 
sionaries,  18  instead  of 
24  months,-  was 
announced  by  President 
Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  a 
counselor  in  the  First 
Presidency,  in  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  regional  repre¬ 
sentatives,  stake  pres¬ 
idencies  and  bishops 
Friday. 

The  change,  effective 
immediately,  calls  for 
those  who  have  served 
less  than  12  months  to 
be  released  when  they 
have  completed  18 
months  of  service. 

Those  who  have 
served  12  months  or 
I  more  have  the  option  of 


completing  the  full  24 
months  for  which  they 
were  called  or  leaving 
somewhere  between  18 
and  24  months.  Those 
wishing  to  be  released 
between  18  and  24 
months  of  service  may 
be  released  on  a  sche¬ 
dule  that  best  suits  their 
plans  and  the  operation 
of  the  mission. 

Citing  several  factors  I 
considered  in  changing 
the  term  of  missionary 
service,  President  Hinc¬ 
kley  said,  “Costs  of 
maintaining  missionar¬ 
ies  have  risen  dramati¬ 
cally.  Many  of  our  fami- 
lies  face  extremely 
heavy  economic  press¬ 
ures.” 

This  problem  is 
aggravated  as  more  and 
more  young  men  are  cal¬ 
led  from  lands  outside 
the  United  States  and 
Canada,  many  from 
lands  where  inflation 
has  taken  a  serious  toll 
on  the  real  incomes  of 
the  people,  he  said. 

Furthermore,  he 
said,  many  areas’  reg¬ 
ulations  preclude  an  ex¬ 
tended  absence  from 
school  or  apprenticeship 
programs.  Military  re¬ 


quirements  in  some  na¬ 
tions  prohibit  young 
men  from  being  absent 
on  missions  for  24 
months. 

“It  is  anticipated  that 
this  shortened  term  will 
make  it  possible  for 
many  to  go  who  cannot 
go  under  present  cir¬ 
cumstances,”  President 
Hinckley  said.  “This  will 
extend  the  opportunity 
for  missionary  service  to 
an  enlarged  body  of  our 
young  men. 

“It  is  hoped  that  im¬ 
proved  training  will  bet¬ 
ter  qualify  them  to  work 
more  productively  when 
they  arrive  in  the  field,” 
he  said. 

Single  women  mis¬ 
sionaries  will  continue 
to  serve  for  18  months, 
as  in  the  past. 

The  shortening  of  the 
length  of  missions  from 
two  years  to  18  months 
came  as  a  surprise,  but 
most  members  were 
pleased  about  it. 

“It  was  all  right  with 
me,”  was  the  initial  re¬ 
sponse  of  many  people 
interviewed  after  the 
opening  session  of  the 
conference  on  Saturday 
morning.

Because  of  the  football  stadium  expansion,  the  game  was  play¬ 
ed  at  Provo  High  School.  The  white  defensive  team  got  the  best 
of  the  blue  offensive  team  36-24. 

Because  of  a  nagging  shoulder,  sprain,  quarterback  Steve 
Young,  who  is  looked  upon  to  take  All-American  Jim  McMahon’s 
starting  spot  next  season,  did  not  suit  up. 

But  a  strong  showing  by  Q.B.  Gym  Kimball,  who  redshirted 


last  year,  paced  the  Cougar  offense.  Kimball  connected  on  22  of 
36  passes  for  240  yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

The  defensive  squad  swarmed  over  the  offense,  holding  them

Those  who  have  children  and  who 
lack  integrity  may  be  involved  in  a 
double  evil,  Elder  Faust  said,  for  in 
addition  to  the  inherent  wrong  they 
commit,  they  also  teach  another  gen¬ 
eration  to  do  wrong. 

It  is  difficult  to  be  just  with  oneself 
and  with  others  until  we  recognize  the 
law  of  the  harvest. 

“We  reap  what  we  sow,”  he  said. 

“Latter-day  Saints  have  long  been 
taught  to  live  by  the  virtues  of  inde¬ 
pendence,  industry,  thrift  and  self- 
reliance.  Working  for  what  we  re¬ 
ceive  is  a  cardinal,  timeless  principle 
of  self-respect.” 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley 
opened  the  session  by  calling  the 
growth  of  the  church  to  5  million  a 
“significant  milestone”  and  an  “occa¬ 
sion  for  quiet  gratitude,  and  also  for 
sober  reflection.” 

Despite  the  trials  of  early  church 
members,  Latter-day  Saints  today 
walk  in  “the  sunlight  of  goodwill,” 

President  Hinckley  said.  “This  is  a , 
time  to  ask  oursejves  whether, 
although  we  have  grown  in  numbers 
and  strength,  we  are  any  nearer 
perfection  in  the  virtue  of  our  indi¬ 
vidual  lives.” 

This  milestone  has  real  significance 
only  to  the  degree  that  church  mem¬ 
bers  bring  the  gospel  into  their  lives 
and  demonstrate  its  fruits  in  their  ac¬ 
tions,  he  said. 

As  the  church  goes  forward,  Presi¬ 
dent  Hinckley  said,  it  has  the  respon¬ 
sibility  to  carry  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  people  of  the  earth,  im¬ 
plement  that  gospel  in  the  lives  of  the 
membership  of  the  church,  and  ex¬ 
tend  through  vicarious  work  its  bles¬ 
sings  to  those  who  have  passed 
beyond  the  veil  of  death. 
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to  carry  out  those  ideas, 
LeFevre  said.

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LDS  leader  defines  greatness

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Saturday  afternoon’s  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  LDS  general  conference  in  Salt  Lake 
City  was  surprisingly  quiet  after  a  loud  morning 
protest  outside  Temple  Square  by  an  area  organiza¬ 
tion  in  support  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

President  Marion  G.  Romney,  first  counselor  in 
the  First  Presidency,  conducted  the  2  p.m.  session. 
President  N.  Eldon  Tanner  and  President  Gordon 
B.  Hinckley  of  the  First  Presidency  also  attended. 

Church  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  was  not¬ 
ably  absent  after  attending  the  10  a.m.  session. 

The  B  YU  combined  choirs  provided  the  music  for 
the  meeting,  with  Dr.  Ronald  Staheli  conducting. 

As  the  session  opened,  a  statistical  report  detail¬ 
ing  church  growth  worldwide  was  presented.  The 
statistics  reflected  an  increase  of  103  stakes  and  622 
wards  and  branches  during  1981.  The  report  esti- 
.  mated  church  membership  in  excess  of  5  million. 
The  statistics  also  recorded  29,700  full-time  mis¬ 
sionaries  for  the  church,  and,  with  Thursday’s 
announcement  of  four  new  temples  to  be  built,  a 
total  of  21  temples  either  planned  or  under  con¬ 
struction. 

Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  opened  the  session,  speaking  of  the  attri¬ 
butes  of  “true  greatness.”  He  said  some  people  feel 
they  have  failed  in  life  if  they  haven’t  achieved  what 


he  called  the  “world’s  definition  of  greatness.” 

“Sometimes,  because  of  these  feelings,  we  are 
led  into  error  and  we  dwell  on  our  failures,  while 
ignoring  aspects  of  our  lives  that  may  contain  ele¬ 
ments  of  true  greatness,”  he  said. 

He  said  it  is  “the  thousands  of  little  deeds  and 
tasks  of  service  and  sacrifice  that  constitute  the 
giving  or  losing  of  one’s  life  for  others  and  for  the 
Lord.”  Elder  Hunter  stressed  the  importance  of 
“the  commonplace  tasks  that  have  the  greatest 
positive  effect  on  the  lives  of  others,”  saying  they 
are  the  true  attributes  of  greatness.

Faith  in  Christ,  obedience  to  God’s  laws  and 
loyalty  to  one’s  companion  are  three  foundation 
stones  to  a  secure  marriage,  said  Elder  Robert  L. 
Simpson  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy. 

Elder  Simpson  noted  that  in  the  United  States, 
one  out  of  three  marriages  ends  in  divorce,  he  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  that  LDS  families  are  following 
this  pattern  to  an  alarming  degree. 

“Marriage  is  the  hope  of  the  human  race,”  he 
said. 

He  suggested  three  ways  to  achieve  a  successful 
marriage  are  to  hold  family  councils,  to  reason 
together  before  making  decisions  and  to  carefully 
manage  financial  resources. 

To  ignore  sound  judgment  in  family  finances 
could  cause  the  windows  of  heaven  to  “stick  a  little 
bit.” 

He  also  warned  that  “any  man  who  chooses  to 
administer  the  office  of  his  calling  as  a  priesthood 
leader  in  the  home  by  dictatorial  methods  is  out  of 
harmony  with  gospel  teaching.” 

Elder  Joseph  B.  Wirthlin,  a  member  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  spoke  about  the  importance  of 
pondering  decisions  and  actions  in  daily  life. 

He  told  of  the  consequences  of  pondering  un¬ 


worthy  thoughts.  “The  insidious  process  of  trans¬ 
forming  a  person  from  goodness  to  evil  is  a  subtle, 
usually  undeliberate  one.  It  is  a  process  of  ponder¬ 
ing  the  wrong  thoughts,  of  planting  evil  seeds  in  the 
heart.”  He  referred  to  President  Kimball  as  an 
example  of  one  who  has  wisely  pondered  his  deci¬ 
sions  in  life. 

Elder  Gene  R.  Cook,  a  member  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  spoke  on  spiritual  guides  for 
teachers  of  righteousness.  Standards  one  should 
use  to  teach  gospel  doctrines  are  to  teach  the  truth 
with  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  teach  in  accordance 
with  church  authorities  and  teach  from  the  scrip¬ 
tures  basic  gospel  doctrines,  he  said. 

He  suggested  that  spirituality  is  an  ongoing, 
purifying  process  of  yielding  our  hearts  to  God. 

Elder  Ronald  E.  Poelman,  a  member  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  stressed  the  importance  of 
constantly  communicating  with  God,  even  though 
we  may  not  feel  worthy. 

“Knowing  we  have  offended  our  Father  in 
heaven,  we  are  afraid  to  ask  his  help,  feeling  that 
we  don’t  deserve  it.  Paradoxically,  when  we  are 
most  in  need  of  the  Lord’s  influence  we  deserve  it 
least.” 

He  illustrated  his  point  with  a  story  about  a 
young  couple  who  married  and  had  three  children. 
The  wife  decided  she  was  tired  of  the  arrangement 
and  went  out  to  find  a  worldly  kind  of  satisfaction, 
leaving  her  husband  and  her  three  children  alone. 
After  ruining  her  life  through  self-indulgence  and 
immorality,  she  saw  her  husband.  He  took  her 
home  and  cared  for  her,  finding  to  his  surprise  that 
he  still  loved  her,  and  accepted  her  again  as  his 
wife.  Elder  Poelman  used  the  story  to  tell  of  the 
kind  of  love  God  has  for  his  children. 

“God’s  love  for  us  transcends  our  transgressions. 
He  hates  sin,  but  loves  the  sinner,”  he  said. 

Elder  LeGrand  Richards,  the  oldest  member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  concluded  the  afternoon 
session  speaking  about  his  experiences  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  in  Amsterdam.  He  told  the  warm-hearted 
audience  he  loved  the  church  because  of  what  it 
teaches  him.

ERA  supporters  stage 
march ,  demonstration 
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SALT  LAKE  CITY 
—  Along  with  thousands 
of  church  members,  the 
LDS  Church  general 
conference  attracted 
several  hundred  femin¬ 
ists  to  Temple  Square  in 
protest  of  the  church’s 
stand  against  the  prop¬ 
osed  Equal  Rights 
Amendment.  The  con¬ 
ference  was  the  last  be¬ 
fore  the  June  30  dead¬ 
line  for  the  amend¬ 
ment’s  ratification. 

The  largest  of  the  pro¬ 
tests  was  a  Saturday 
morning  march  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  National 
Organization  for 
Women.  More  than  200 
feminists  marched  from 
a  rally  at  the  state  capit¬ 
al  to  the  conference  site. 
Carrying  banners,  pick¬ 
ets  and  chains,  the 
NOW  marchers  shouted 
chants  and  songs  as  they 
walked  down  Main 
Street  behind  police 


escorts. 

“Mormon  Church, 
KKK;  both  against  the 
ERA,”  chanted  the  de¬ 
monstrators  at  one  point 
in  the  protest. 

Among  the  feminists 
was  actress  Robin  Matt¬ 
son,  “Heather  Weber” 
on  the  daytime  soap 
opera  “General  Hospit¬ 
al.”  Mattson  said  she  has 
been  a  long-time  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  proposal. 

The  march  was  halted 
at  one  point  when  a 
young,  black  LDS  con¬ 
vert  refused  to  move 
from  the  path  of  the  de¬ 
monstrators,  claiming  it 
was  his  right  to  stand 
there.  Michael  Jackson, 
21,  from  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  told  the  protes¬ 
tors  to  go  around  him. 
The  marchers  then 
lifted  their  banner  over 
him  and  continued  past. 

NOW  officials  indi¬ 
cated  that  the  marchers 
hoped  to  form  a  human 
chain  around  Temple 
Square  “symbolizing  the 
chain  that  Mormons 
have  put  around  the 
equality  for  women  in 
this  nation.”  The 
attempt  was  made  after 
the  Saturday  morning 
session,  but  there  were 
only  enough  people  to 
reach  around  one  corner 
of  the  grounds. 

A  small  plane  flew  low 
over  the  temple  and  pro¬ 
testors, ‘trailing  a  ban¬ 
ner  that  read,  “Zion  — 
Citadel  of  Savage  Mis¬ 
ogyny.” 

A  spokesman  for  the 
Utah  NOW  chapter  said 
there  were  12  ERA  sup¬ 
porters  waiting  in  the 
balcony  of  the  taberna¬ 
cle  to  shout  “No”  at  the 
sustaining  of  the  church 
officers.  However, 
breaking  with  past  prac¬ 
tice,  the  officers  were 
not  sustained  during  the 


Saturday  morning  ses¬ 
sion. 

Janet  Brigham,  a 
spokesman  for  church 
public  communications, 
said  the  sustaining 
would  not  be  done  “at 
the  convenience  of 
others.” 

President  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley,  a  counselor  in 
the  First  Presidency, 
conducted  the  sustain¬ 
ing  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Sunday  afternoon, 
final  session.  Several 
women,  among  them 
Cheryl  Dalton,  a  regular 
conference  protestor, 
stood  and  shouted  their 
dissent  when  President 
Hinckley  asked  for 
opposing  votes.  The 
protestors  were  not  rec¬ 
ognized  from  the  stand. 

The  feminists  later 
left  the  tabernacle  and 
walked  around  a  tribute 
to  women  display  in  the 
north  visitor’s  center. 
The  women  were  watch¬ 
ed  from  a  distance  by 
security  personnel  until 
the  women  left  the 
grounds  at  3  p.m. 

Some  of  the  protes¬ 
tors  gave  their  reasons 


for  demonstrating  at  a 
Saturday  afternoon 
press  conference  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Utah  chap¬ 
ter  of  NOW.  Claiming  a 
“tremendous  growth”  in 
their  ranks,  the  femin¬ 
ists  said  they  were  pro¬ 
testing  because  they 
feel  the  Mormon  Church 
is  a  strong  support  to 
the  ERA’S  political 
opposition. 

ERA  supporters 
were  not  the  only  advo¬ 
cates  attracted  by  the 
conference.  Several  in¬ 
dividuals  handed  out 
pamphlets  and  voiced 
their  opinions  during 
the  weekend  sessions. 
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Among  them  Jeanne 
Bradley,  an  elderly 
woman  who  claimed  to 
have  been  sent  by  God, 
drew  a  crowd  to  the 
south  gate  as  she  said 
that  all  the  churches  are 
in  apostacy.  “The  Mor¬ 
mon  Church  is  in  aposta¬ 
cy.  None  of  the  churches 
are  true  today,”  she 
said,  clad  in  a  white 
scarf,  white  coat  and 
white  dress  with  a  large 
gold  flower  pinned  to  it.

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dust  —  but  until  that  first  Easter  morning  not  one 
had  risen  from  the  grave.” 

President  Romney  said  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
members  to  testify  that  Jesus  not  only  conquered 
death  for  himself  but  also  brought  about  “universal 
resurrection.” 

President  Romney  recounted  the  40-day  minis¬ 
try  of  Christ  in  Palestine  after  his  resurrection  and 
told  of  his  visit  to  the'  peoples  of  the  Americas  soon 
after  that.  “As  he  revealed  himself,  after  his  resur¬ 
rection,  to  the  followers  in  the  Holy  Land  and  to  the 
Nephites  in  America,  so  he  has  revealed  himself  in 
our  day.” 

Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton,  a  member  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  instructed  members  to  be 
honest  in  all  their  dealings.  At  a  time  when  many 
church  members  have  been  victims  of  white-collor 
crime,  Elder  Ashton  said,  “A  lie  is  any  communica¬ 
tion  given  to  another  with  the  intent  to  deceive. 

“Sometimes  a  nod  of  the  head  or  silence  can  de¬ 
ceive.  Recommending  a  questionable  business  in¬ 
vestment,  making  a  false  entry  in  a  ledger,  devious 
use  of  flattery,  or  failure  to  divulge  all  pertinent 
facts  are  a  few  other  ways  to  communicate  a  lie,” 
Elder  Ashton  said. 

“Use  of  important  ,  well-recognized  names  or  un¬ 
due  reference  to  special  community  or  religious 
affiliations  are  often  used  to  gain  confidence  and 
open  the  door  to  sales  deceptions,”  he  said.  Elder 
Ashton  urged  members  to  beware  when  words  are 
used  such  as,  “hedge,  shelter,  exempt,  annuity, 
umbrella,  tax  free,  insulated  and  deferable.”  He 
said  when  a  promoter  uses  these  words,  “the  buyer 
had  better  beware.” 

Elder  Hugh  W.  Pinnock,  a  member  of  the 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  urged  members  who  need  a 
new  beginning  to  start  anew.  He  said  a  land  of  new 
beginning  does  not  exist  geographically,  but  there, 
is  a  spiritual  position  that  a  person  can  start  from. 

Elder  Pinnock  told  members  who  have  sinned  in 
ways  that  are  “significant,  embarrassing  and  des¬ 
tructive,”  to  begin  anew  by  talking  to  their  bishop. 
He  said,  “Recently,  some  of  you  have  placed  your 
money  in  an  investment  that  has  proven  to  be  un¬ 
wise  or  unprofitable.  Now  is  the  opportunity  for 
you  to  begin  again.” 

“Don’t  patch  things  in  your  life,”  Elder  Pinnock 
said.  “One  of  the  reasons  we  have  conferences  is  to 
learn  how  to  be  better.” 

Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen,  a  member  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  addressed  the  conference 
on  the  virtues  of  being  honest. 

Elder  Petersen  said  the  First  Article  of  Faith  is 
the  foundation  on  which  all  church  members  stand.

Christ  is  our  all 
and  without  Him  we  are  nothing.” 

The  13th  Article  of  Faith  concerning  honesty  was 
then  quoted  by  Elder  Petersen.  “Honesty,  truth, 
virtue  and  kindness  are  hallmarks  of  true  Christ¬ 
ianity.  If  we  lack  them,  we  can  hardly  say  that  we 
follow  Christ,”  he  said.

After  last  week’s 
announcement  of  four 
new  temples  to  be  con¬ 
structed  in  Boise,  De¬ 
nver,  Ecuador  and 
Taiwan,  the  number  of 
LDS  temples  planned  or 
already  operating  totals 
41,  said  Janet  Brigham, 
church  spokeswoman.

Brigham  said. 

The  four  new  temples 
and  others  in  the  future 
will  follow  one  of  two 
size  types  of  a  standard 
base  plan  that  will  be 
modified  to  fit  the  cli¬ 
mate  and  condition  of 
each  location,  Brigham 
said. 

Other  temples  that 
are  planned  or  under 
construction  are  located 
in  Western  Samoa; 
Atlanta,  Ga.;  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina;  Chi¬ 
cago,  Ill.;  Dallas,  Texas; 
Frankfurt,  Germany; 
Guatemala  City,  Guate¬ 
mala;  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa;  Lima, 
Peru;  Manila,  Philip¬ 
pines;  Tonga;  Tahiti; 
Santiago,  Chile;  Seoul, 
Korea;  Stockholm, 
Sweden;  and  Sydney, 
Australia. 

Ten  of  these  temples 
will  also  have  a  standard 
base  plan  that  was 
announced  Oct.  23, 
1981,  and  is  slightly 
different  than  the  ones 
shown  last  week.  They 
will  have  the  same  ex¬ 
terior  appearance  as 
already  existing  tem¬ 
ples;  however,  they  will 
be  smaller. 

“We’ve  tried  to 
streamline  the  design 
yet  provide  the  greatest 
capacity  without  des¬ 
troying  the  peaceful 


atmosphere,”  said 
Brigham. 

The  rationale  behind 
adopting  a  base  plan  is 
to  avoid  having  to  start 
from  scratch  each  time  a 
new  temple  is 
announced. 

The  larger  temple  de¬ 
sign  will  be  the  size  of  a 
meeting  house  and  the 
smaller  temple  will  be  , 
the  size  of  a  two-phase 
chapel,  she  said. 

The  outside  will  have 
a  high  arch  in  the  center 
and  six  spires  with  the 
Angel  Moroni  on  one  of 
them.  The  interior  will 
include  four  ordinance 
rooms  and  three  sealing 
rooms  and  have  double 
the  number  of  lockers  in 
present  temples, 
Brigham  said. 

Brigham  said  all  the 
new  temples  have  been 
designed  with  economic¬ 
al  measures  in  mind  and 
better  insulation  for 
energy  conservation.

Women 
protest 
NOW,  ERA 
prayer  vigil

SALT  LAKE  CITY 
—  Friday  evening,  more 
than  250  people 
attended  a  prayer  ser¬ 
vice  held  at  the  Cathed¬ 
ral  of  the  Madeleine  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  to  sup¬ 
port  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment. 

Parishioners  were 
told  that  a  service  pre¬ 
pared  by  an  interfaith 
coalition  of  40  Catholic, 
Jewish  and  Protestant 
organizations  would  be 
conducted  as  a  “prayer 
vigil  for  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment.” 

But  according  to  Do¬ 
lores  Phelan,  an  active 
parish  member, 
parishioners  did  not  find 
out  until  Wednesday 
that  the  meeting  was 
being  sponsored  by  the 
National  Organization 
for  Women,  which  gave 
the  incentive  for  her  and

Usher's  job 
varies  with 
conference 
sessions

Seating' people  at 
Priesthood  Meeting 
used  to  resemble  a  cattle 
stampede. 

“We  would  open  all 
the  doors  at  the  same 
time,  and  they  ran  in 
there  like  wild  men. 
They  would  climb  over 
the  seats.  It  was  just 
terrible,”  said  a 
Tabernacle  usher. 

Jim  English,  72,  an 
usher  supervisor,  said 
getting  people  into 
meetings  today  is  a 
different  story.  The  men 
now  go  in  row  by  row  in 
a  quiet,  reverent  man¬ 
ner  and  with  several 
hours  to  spare. 

Ushers  at  Temple 
Square  give  of  their 
time  freely  for  the  va¬ 
rious  meetings  that  are 
held  there,  he  said. 

English,  an  usher  at 
the  Tabernacle  for  more 
than  25  years,  said 
ushers  deal  with  many 
experiences  every  year 
and  “we’re  pretty  well 
equipped  to  be  kind,  yet 
firm.” 

English  remembers  a 
particular  experience 
several  years  ago.  At 
that  meeting,  English 
said  he  was  ushering  in¬ 
side  the  Tabernacle.  Af¬ 
ter  a  while,  “I  felt  I 
should  go  back  and  see 
what  was  going  on  at  the 
door.  As  I  approached 
the  main  entrance  the 
usher  was  saying  to  a 
tall,  handsome  man,  ‘I’m 
sorry  you  don’t  have  a 
ticket,  I  can’t  let  you  in.’ 
The  man  said,  ‘But  I 
must  come  in.  I  don’t 
have  a  pass.  I  must  come 
in.’  ” 

English  said,  “I  don’t 
know  why  I  did  it,  ’cause 
we  don’t  usually  do 
things  like  this.  But  I 
tapped  the  usher  on  the 
shoulder  and  said, 
‘Brother,  I  have  a  seat 
for  this  man’  ...  so  he 
came  in.” 

English  said  the  man 
went  down  the  aisles 
and  said  “I’m  so  tall,  is  it 
all  right  if  I  sit  on  one  of 
these  end  seats?”  En¬ 
glish  said  that  was  all 
right  and  seated  the 
man. 

As  the  meeting  be¬ 
gan,  and  the  general  au¬ 
thorities  were  being 
sustained,  the  tall  man 
went  up  and  seated  him¬ 
self  in  the  red  seats  with 
the  general  authorities. 

The  man  turned  out  to 
be  Elder  L.  Tom  Perry. 
He  had  just  been  called 
to  be  an  assistant  to  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve.

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Hard  work  stressed  in  session

During  Saturday  morning’s  Welfare  Session, 
LDS  Church  members  were  counseled  to  become 
self-sufficient,  prepare  educationally  for  their 
careers  and  develop  the  habit  of  hard  work. 

The  general  theme  of  the  conference  session 
stressed  that  honest  work  and  adequate  prepara¬ 
tion  would  allow  members  to  overcome  the  current 
challenges  of  a  struggling  economy  and  high  unem¬ 
ployment. 

Bishop  J.  Richard  Clarke 

“Work  is  a  blessing  from  God.  It  is  a  fundamental 
principle  of  salvation,  both  spiritual  and  temporal,” 
Bishop  J.  Richard  Clarke,  second  counselor  in  the 
Presiding  Bishopric,  told  the  audience  at  the  7  a.m. 


scriptures,  the  teachings  of  church  leaders  —  and 
personal  affirmation  to  her  prayers  and  supplica¬ 
tion.” 

Working  mothers  should  organize  their  time,  by 
advance  planning,  shopping,  scheduling  and 
assigning  chores  to  include  each  member  of  the 
household.  Children  must  see  a  balance  between 
work  and  play  in  the  time  they  share  with  their 
mothers,  she  said.

“The  Lord  knew  that  from  the  crucible  of  work 
emerges  the  hard  core  of  character,”  Bishop  Clarke 
said.  “Work  has  become  a  Mormon  trademark.  We 
are  known  throughout  the  world  as  highly  moti¬ 
vated,  industrious  people.” 

Outling  the  importance  of  a  work  ethic,  Bishop 
Clarke  said  LDS  Church  members  should:  perform 
high  quality  work,  give  full,  honest  efforts,  con¬ 
tinue  to  invest  in  personal  development  and  expand 
occupational  horizons  and  teach  their  children  to 
work. 

Pres.  Barbara  Smith 

Barbara  Smith,  general  president  of  the  Relief 
Society,  told  LDS  women  to  look  closely  at  their 
family’s  needs  to  determine  how  they  can  bless 
their  children. 

President  Smith  said  because  of  the  many  op¬ 
tions  available  to  women,  they  must  carefully  de¬ 
termine  and  plan  how  they  will  care  for  their  fami¬ 
lies. 

“To  the  woman  with  children  at  home,  that  choice 
becomes  not  only  important  but  critical,”  she  said. 
“She  will  need  unerring  sources  for  direction  —  the

full-time  model  she  might  be  if  she  were  home  with 
her  children,  she  can  help  them  learn  the  personal 
discipline  that  comes  with  daily  routine,  responsibi¬ 
lities  and  afterward  the  well-being  resulting  from 
praise  for  work  well  done,”  she  said. 

Elder  J.  Thomas  Fyans 

The  importance  of  obtaining  a  year’s  supply  of 
food,  staying  out  of  debt  and  preparing  for  employ¬ 
ment  was  stressed  by  Elder  J.  Thomas  Fyans,  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy. 

Elder  Fyans  said  the  church’s  welfare  system 
does  not  exist  to  “take  care  of  the  members .  .  .  who 
are  physically  able  to  work.”  Instead,  the  efforts  of 
the  church  are  directed  at  helping  people  become 
self-sufficient. 

“We  have  all  been  taught  that  dependence  on  the 
government  is  not  good,”. he  said.  “Neither  is  de¬ 
pendence  on  the  church  —  the  principle  runs  as 
deep  as  free  agency  itself.” 


Elder  Fyans  said  the  economically  turbulent 
times  should  not  be  devastating  to  members  who 
have  followed  the  church’s  counsel. 

“As  a  people,  we  should  rise  to  the  challenge  and 
grow  from  it.  We  need  to  proceed  with  optimism 
and  not  fall  victims  to  the  debilitating  effects  of 
developing  negative  doomsday  attitudes,”  he  said. 

Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer 

Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer,  a  member  of  the  LDS 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  encouraged  members  to  get 
“all  the  education  we  can  as  preparation  for  and 
improvement  of  our  careers.” 

Elder  Packer  told  members  that  all  honest  work 
is  good,  and  no  person  should  be  counted  as  a  failure 
just  because  his  livelihood  has  been  modest. 

“Do  not  ever  look  down  upon  those  who  labor  in 
occupations  of  lower  income,”  he  said.  “There  is 
great  dignity  and  worth  in  any  honest  occupation. 
Do  not  use  the  word  ‘menial’  for  any  labor  that 
improves  the  world  or  the  people  who  live  in  it.” 

Elder  Packer  said  virtues  that  influence  careers 
include  integrity,  dependability,  courtesy,  respect 
for  others  and  respect  for  others’  property. 

Pres.  Marion  G.  Romney 

President  Marion  G.  Romney,  first  counselor  in 
the  First  Presidency,  said  the  principle  of  work 
helps  members  to  become  independent,  indust¬ 
rious,  thrifty  and  self-respecting. 

“Ever  since  the  church  was  organized,  it  has 
encouraged  its  members  to  maintain  their  own  eco¬ 
nomic  independence  and  to  work  for  what  they  get, 
to  produce  that  which  they  consume,”  he  said.
